"it was no: in the nature of Dickens 
to end a sto.-y with a death. I am fiultc 
convinced that, however. Edwin Drood 
was saved, and that he Is Just as much 
alive todF.y as is Mr. Pickw!'.',:," 

Tu.'ning to other of Dickens' books, 
D.'. Leacock said that veiy few people 
Imow the true story of Dora in "DaviJ 
Copperfield", i.-, which Dickens Im- 
mo.-talired his oxvn blighted roman'.e 
in what the lecturer de.scribed is the 
fin'.st picture of love a', first sight 
ever painted.
